And No Storage Space 


Chicago —m— The North Amer- 


ican granary promises to be over- 
flowing soon, with merchandisers 
facing the task of finding sufficient 
storage space for huge surpluses of 
bread grain and feed. 


In sharp contrast, Europe's grain 


crops are sub-normal, the war-torn 
continent faces an acute shortage 
in animal feed, and some localities 
may feel the pinch of inadequate 
food supplies unless available sup- 
plies are distributed proportion- 
ately. 


This, grain trade experts pointed 


out today, offers a striking illustra- 
tion of world economic maladjust- 
ment due-to the war—a maladjust- 
ment likely to continue as long as 
hostilities or even longer if normal 
international trade cannot be re- 
stored.

Differences of opinion sre common re- 


specting cases like those of Coolidge and 
Theodore Roosevelt each of whom only 
served one term and a fraction; and the 
case of Grant who stood aside after his 
two terms, lost control of the party ma- 
chinery and his personal influence over 
political leaders, spared the country the 
spectacle of a "draft" fraud, but permitted 
his name four years later to be unsuccess- 
fully presented to the convention. 


The outlines of the Great Tradition are 


as clear as the Washington monument in 
the sunlight; no man shall seek three con- 
secutive terms as president. 


And the facts of our past are as plain 


as they are rugged; no president ever even 
countenanced an attempt to break that 
tradition until 1940. No one. Not one. 


All who might have done so during the 


..numerous emergencies in our 150 years of 
history spurned the opportunity as an hon- 
est man turns away in disgust from an in- 
vitation to sordid conspiracies. When the 
devious and fawning corruptioneers in 
their party urged such presidents to cling 
to power fo that the payrollers could per- 
sist in office the presidents involved turn- 
ed their backs upon the plan in loathing at 
.•the baseness of the proposals. 


Traditions in the life of a nation are of 


supreme importance. There is no civilized 
people who are not guided safely and se- 
curely by the rules or traditions laid down 
by pure, respected and trusted leaders in 
the past. Religion is built upon the bed- 
rock of tradition. What are the Ten Com- 
mandments but traditions? But every 
thirster for power from Nero to Stalin has 
scoffed at them and their origin. 


The Third Term Tradition may be com- 


pared to other traditions in America. We 
have the national tradition that the mem- 
bers of the President's family shall not 
coin their relationship into gold, shall not 
cash in upon their closeness to the man of 
•highest influence and authority in the 
land. Plainly this tradition prohibits a 
member of the President's family from 
profiting upon government business. 


Freely must it be conceded that there 


is no law against a Third Term as there is 
no law against the son of a President ob- 
taining the lush and lucrative business of 
writing insurance policies on a govern- 
ment-owned fleet. The tradition itself is 
the super-law of decency and safety. 


Let every American, however humble 


or high his position, toll how he feels to 
see a president's son shouldering aside the 
ordinary insurance representatives to se- 
cure for himself immense insurance poli- 
cies on government-owned property and 
pocketing the juicy commissions. 


The insurance firm of Roosevelt a:ul 


Sargeant, owned substantially by Jimmy 
Roosevelt, the President's son. has been 
awarded such insurance policies on Amer- 
ican government-owned 
vessels to the 


great personal advantage of Prince- Jimmy. 


Certainly only those with a corroded 


and blunted sense of decency would have 
violated this tradition to benefit their 
bank account. And certainly only those 
whose greed for money and avarice for 
power outweigh the better human sen.-i-

It is to the effect that men called into

It will be looked upon as a great favor 


to the soldier. It was doubtless written 
with the purpose of bringing him a fairer 
measure of justice and relieving his mind 
of the apprehension and uncertainty that 
might arise concerning his future. 


But in fact this provision will do more 


good to the employer than anyone else. 
And after it has been in practice long 
enough for employers to learn the results 
it could be repealed without materially af- 
fecting the soldier's welfare. 


The employer will learn to his hearty 


satisfaction that the man who has just 
finished a year of military training is more 
competent by far for any job that he may 
undertake than the man who has not had a 
similar experience. 


If the American army is able to main- 


tain the practical outlook and general ef- 
ficiency that has characterized its past 
those who have been through its course 
will think better and straighter, work 
more intelligently, and bring to their tasks 
a better brand of morale than otherwise 
obtainable.

Parr stay in the river for a year 


or two. Tests have proved that 
some go down into the sea at the 
age of one year, but others wait 
for two years before they enter 
salt water. 


If the young salmon is hatched at 


the headwaters of a very long 
river, it may spend three years in 
reaching the sea. While in fresh 
water, it lives on insects, worms 
and other small forms of animal 
life. 


When it is about to go to sea, 


the salmon takes on a fine silvery 
coior. At this period it is known 
as a "smolt". 


Salmon go through more changes 


of name than any other fish. After 
passing the parr and smolt stages, 
they become "grilse" while in the 
ocean. Later, when they go back to 
fresh water, the males are known 
as "kippers." After the spawning 
is finished, 
salmon are 
called 


"kelts." 


Some salmon stay in the sea only 


a year or so Others stay three 
years or more 


While in salt water, a salmon 


grows rapidly. After two years in 
the ocean, it is likely to weigh 1C 
or 12 pounds. 


Tests have beer, made to learn 


whether salmon go back to the 
same river to spawn. The fish have 
been marked while in the "smolt' 
stage, and have been caught when 
returning to fresh water. 


Usually a salmon goes back to 


the same river, but not always. The 
tests seem to prove that seven or 
eight times out of 10 it goes back 
to the same river.
